I mapped off and all the valves lead- 
1 ing into this with one exception are 
closed. Then an instrument Is at- 
tached which makes a photographic 
record of the flow into the district. 
This flow 
should be very small 


after midninght if the district is a 
residence 
one. 
Then 
the same 


thing is repeated with every block 
in the district and so all the little 
leaks are traced down. If an un- 
usually large amount of water is 


1 running -into any particular block 
the valve running into eaeh house 
is tested until the leak is found. 


One unusual leak took the form 


of a spring which had been bubbl- 
ing out of a bank of the Red River 
under a bridge for possibly 10 or 
12 years according to Mr. Jacobson. 
The survey showed it to be the re- 
sult of broken pipe which had dis- 
sipated millions of gallons from the 
system in that time, 


Another leak which had been go- 


ing on for years was that in whf'h 
a two inch pipe had broken and the 
water had hollowed itself a chamber 
about 12 feet across and 8 feet nig1!. 
It had laid bare a sewer pipe where 
there was no cement between th« 
tilts and used" this as a carryoff. 
This leak alone accounted for 120,000 
gallons a day—which ' comes to $13 
a day at 15 cents per thousand gall- 
ons. 


Many small leaks were caused by 


breakage of lines entering .houses. 
This has been caused by slight UP- 
heavcl of the ground due to changes 
from warm to cold.

There will 
be in each county a chairman, a sec- 
retary, possibly a treasurer, and I 
believe an executive committee in all 
the counties. I know in the coun- 
ties that have reported to me so far 
they have an executive committee 
The comrhitteemen elected in 
the 


counties, or the legislative districts 
rather, wjU meet in Bismarck of Sep- 
tember 6, and organize by selecting a 
state chairman, a secretary, and a 
state executive committeeman. I have 
not been able to give you- heretofore 
the namqs of the men who will con- 
stitute the county organizations, for 
the reason that they have not report- 
ed to me. I sent out a notice to them 
before the date fixed for the meeting, 
and asked them to advise me of the 
perfecting of the organization by giv- 
ing me the names. 
Many have re- 


ported, but it is not yet complete, and 
a second notice is being s£nt out. 
When I have complete organization, 
it will be forwarded to you as you 
request. 


I shall act as chairman until the 


State Central Committee meets in 
September, when my successor will 
be elected. I shall not, of course, bu 
a candidate for re-election, a.. I am 
a candidate for Justice of the Su- 
preme Court. 
' 


While I am not sure that we have 


yet perfected the final details of*the 
campaign plans, I believe there will 
be a joint campaign committee con- 
sisting of the heads of the two par- 
tics and also the executive secre- 
tary of the independent oragnization 
which is an organization that has 
been composed of members of butn 
parties, but independent of both. U 
is really a tri-party arrangement. 
We hive for several years lait past 
had in this state what has been call- 
ed an Independent Voters Associa- 
tion. 


The members of the Association 


were Democrats and Republicans I i 
a proportion of about one Democrat 
to two Republicans; then, of course, 
in addition we have had two reg- 
ular partv organization,"!, which are 
recognized by the law. The cam 
paign committee two years ago, and" 
this year, consisted of the chair- 
mam of the Republican State Central 
Committee, the 
chairman of the 


Democratic State Central Committee, 
and the executive secretary of the 
Independent Voters Association. Thin 
joint campaign committee consisted of 
the fusion campaign committee that 
had general charge of the political 
campaign which both parties were in- 
terested in combating the Nonparti- 
san League in the state.

It also has been found diffi- 
cult for a student entering in the 
mid-year to complete all work, since 
the board has raised the standard of 
the-high school by increasing , thi| 
number of subjects ; required for 
graduation, it is stated. 


Students completing the 8A grades

schools will enter high school thu 
mid-year, it not being' practicable 
to make any change with respect 
to them now, it was said by board 
members, but in the future 
there 


will be no mid-year promotions. 


The action with regard to high 


school dances, which have been per- 
mitted in the gymnasium under fac- 
ulty supervision, was taken 
after 


considerable discussion. Mr. Owens 
was not present, The matter was 
brought up on n petition from most 
all of the Bismarck ministers asking 
that use of school buildings for 
dances be not permitted!.

ANCIENT ROCK 
FORMATIONS 
ARE DESCRIBED 


Former Teacher in North 


Dakota Writes of His 


Studies 


Minneapolis, Minn., Oct. 18.—Some 


of the movt ancient rock formations 
on earth are to be found in Minne- 
sota, as well as some of the most re- 
cent 
deposits, 
according 
to 
the 


"Study of the North Star State" a 
new geological text written by faah- 
iel Willar, of the Minnesota Agricul- 
tural college. 


Mr. Willar was formerly on the 


teaching staff of the North Dakota 
Agricultural college and of the May- 
ville Normal School. He is the au- 
thor of "The Story of the Prairies," 
a geological history of North Dakota, 
Ls.-.t winter he was at the head of 
one of the bands of County Institute 
instructors .working in North Dakota 
under the direction of the Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture' and Labor. 


In his new book, Mr. Willard tells 


how various agencies of nature have 
been at work for some 65,000,000 
years shaping the topography Vf the 
state as it is today and how the last 
(Wisconsin) glacier set the stage foi, 
the versatile aggregation of plain, 
forest, range, swamp, lake, sand dune, 
liver and rolling prairie that make 
up Minnesota. 
It and the glaciers 


before it planed down the mountains^ 
"veneered" other sections with hun- 
dreds feet of drift and sot the Mis- 
sissippi (which is older than any 
other glaciers) into the valley it oc- 
cupies today. 


The "Oldest" formations—granite 


rocks which form the stuff North 
America is made of still rear their 
heads in various parts of the state,
